OF ELKO CO. SHERIFF 


He Left Ely Under Protection and 


Went to EIko Yesterday to 


Await Examination.

ELJCO. Nev., Jan. 8.—Superintend- 


ent J. A. Traylor, of Ely, who shot 
and killed three miners and wounded 
three others at the Keystone mine yes- 
terday, an account of which was given 
hi yesterday's Journal, arrived here 
tonight and was placed In jail for 
safe keeping. 
He was accompanied 


by J. P. Gasket), who was a witness 
to the •booting, but took no part in 
It. 


According to the 
superintendent's 


story the .assault was of short dura- 
tion. 


'When he haJ managed to free him- 


self from his would-be captors and 
commence J shooting the minors ran 
away. 


The men who were shot were those 


who had grabbed Traylor :ind were 
trying to overpower him. 


After the shooting Tiayior went to 


Ely by a round about way, the matii 
toad being patrolled by strikers. On 
arrival at Ely he surrendered himself 
to Sherotf C. F. Newmann. Excite- 
ment was at fever heat and it was 
deemed tent to get Trnylor and his 
companion out of town. 


A citlsens* committee was organized 


and sworn in as deputy sheriffs and 
any attempt to have taken Traylor 
from the sheriff would have been the 
general signal for a battle between the 
miners' union men and the citizens. 


Traylor and Gaskell were escorted 


out of town by Sheriff Newman 
and 


reached the Southern Pacific and tak- 
ing a train Immediately proceeded to 
Etko placing themselves In the charge 
of the sheriff.

ly prior to the strike: 


"Traylo.' has been the manager of 


the New York and Nevada Company 
for about three months. These mines 
are located at Copper Flat, near Lane 
City, a few miles from Ely. which Is 
93 miles southeast of Eureka. 


"The previous manager was a man 


named Bray, a brother of 
Simon 


Bray, of Austin. He was a good man 
and highly popular with hln men. He 
developed the property for the com- 
pany from the start, and gave as much 
satisfaction to them as to his men. It 
will give an idea as to the enormously 
valuable prospects of the mine when 
it is stated that a tunnel 1600 feet long 
was run through the 
ledge without 


striking a wall and the ledge went 40 
per cent copper. This is the company's 
own statement. 


"Enormously profitable an this must 


have been, the directors, like the horse 
leech's 
daughters, 
cried "more." 


Among them was one Traylor, who 
recommended his brother for the man- 
agership of the mine. The greedy di- 
rectors eagerly grasped at the Idea. 
It would not do to abruptly discharge 
a. man who had given such good re- 
turns aa Bray, so he was sent to Ari- 
KUaa, ostensibly to examine a mine and 
then quietly dropped. 


"Traylor arrived and made his pres- 


ence felt from the first. Insignificant 
in 
personal 
appearance, 
he WHS 


haughty, overbearing and dicLUut iul. 
He soon turned the dislike of every- 
body in Ely. His men hated him nnd 
he <oul«l not get the results thai lir.iy 


i had aihieved. 
He accordingly n-i- 


ommendt'd to the directors thai UK- 
men's pny In- ilfiieased from $3 "in tn 
$,'! T'< r il i\ 
mil their hours of d.ulv 


labor increased from eight to ten. 


"Ely 
is an expensive town to live 


in, and 13 Is a totally inadequate wage 
for any miner employed there. 


"The 
men accordingly went on a 


strike and have been out for several 
weeks. 
They sent a disptach to the 


directors stating the 
condition of 


affairs, but believe that the message 
was suppressed before it reached the 
telegraph ofRc at Eureka, the tele- 
phone belonging to the company and 
being under the control of Traylor. 


"That the miners' committee, which 


was so murderously received by Tray- 
lor, went to him with peaceful intent, 
is evidenced by the fact that he was 
able to klU or wound six out of twelve 
of tHem without receiving any'harm to 
his person. 
It would appear likely 


that the committee went to him to 
present their grievances and that he 
incontinentally began firing. 


"On the face of the affair it looks as 


though Manager Traylor 
has been 


guilty of cold-blooded assassination, 
.and if such proves to be the case, the 
union men of the West and of Nevada 
in particular should use every effort 
to see that he receives the full pen- 
alty for his crime." 


The Virginia Report says. 
"W. A. 


Burns, who recently returned from 
Ely, 
where he went on business con- 


nected with the Western Federation of 
Miners, says that the mining company, 
by whom Traylor Is employed as man- 
ager, has one of the most profitable 
copper producing properties in 
the

Ing large dividends with 
the wage 


scale at IS.GO, but for the purpose of 
Increasing its profits at the expense 
of employes, sent Traylor there whose 
first action was to cut 
the wares, 


which resulted in the strike and led 
to -the triple tragedy."

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At last the niter fields of the Mo- 


jave desert in Southern California, 
which have attracted so much atten- 
tion during the past few months, are 
to be the subject of actual develop- 
ment operations with a view to their 
commercial exploitation. 
This Is a 


matter of especial interest, from the 
probability that a large new industry 
will be developed in the American 
mining field within the next few years. 


During the past two or three years 


the American Niter Company has been 
prospecting the widely distributed ni- 
ter beds In the region mentioned and 
securing possession of extensive tracts 
of niter bearing ground a* mineral lo- 
cations. The company has thus se- 
cured possession of nearly 85,000 acre*. 
This enterprise has been quietly car- 
ried forward mainly by W. W. Treat, 
a Boston business man who has had 
mining interests in California for sev- 
eral years. 
He has associated with 


him several eastern men in the for- 
mation of this company, of which he is 
president. The work of location and 
exploration has been guided largely 
by Dr. Gilbert E. Bailey, who nan act- 
ed as consulting engineer and who has 
extensively studied the saline depos- 
its of Southern California. 
He Is the 


author of the bulletin on the subjects 
issued by the State mining bureau a 
few months ago. 


These California niter deposits are 


asserted to rival, in extent and rich- 
ness, those of Chill, which are yet the 
world's to\e source of the native ma- 
terial. Tne exports of niter from Chill 
in 1901, for the manufa'cture of gun 
powder, fertilizing, etc., amounted to 
1.417,233 metric tons. There appears to 
be no doubt that the California depos- 
its, which are the only ones of pros- 
pective commercial 
importance 
in 


North America, will sooner or later 
be yielding a large output for domestic 
consumption and export. 


These deposits lie in ;i zone along 


the northern side of San Bernardino 
county, extending into southern Inyo 
county, and they mark portions of the 
ancient beaches of lakes formed by 
the subsidence of the inland sea which 
covered a wide area in this region in 
Tertiary time. Being In the heart of 
a difficult desert region, a long distance 
from railroad 
communication, 
they 


have been Investigated 
but 
little. 


What exploration has been done has 
been mainly done by parties of men 
which the American Niter company 
has kept in the field for much of the 
time during the past two years. This 
•work, however, has been but superfic- 
ial exploration. The work to be done 
now wilt consist both of assessment 
work in various beds to determine, by 
cuts, shafts and tunnels, the qualities 
and value of the material. 


With Much plans In view Prof. Bail- 


ey about two weeks ago left San Fran- 
cisco with A large force of men, expect- 
ing that the party would number about 
100 when Marvel, on the branch of 
the Santi 
Fe railroad In San Ber- 


nardino was reached. The equipment 
was to include teams, materials for 
building and small tramways, and var- 
ied supplies for living and for work. 
The work will continue till interrupted 
by the heat of summer. This work 
will be carried on at several points 
from fifty to eighty miles from Marvel. 


Not long ago the newspapers report- 


ed :i "niter rush" In progress in this 
region, stating that many prospec- 
tors \vere gathering at Ballarat for the 
purpose of going on the desert to lo- 
cate niter claims. It is learned that, 
these m«n were mainly people being 
sent into the Death Valley region by 
F. M. Smith to do similar assessment 
\voii; on the extensive borax claims 
he has been acquiring (or some time. 


The current year will thus 
afford 


much more definite knowledge of Cal- 
ifornia's vast niter deposits and their 
economic and commercial possibilities. 


According to Mr. Bailey, the plans of 


the American Niter Company contem- 
plate closely following the development 
work mentioned, by experiments In the 
refining of the crude product and by 
the general working out of all the 
practical 
and commercial problems 


involved. It is expected that two or 
three years will be consumed In the 
Investigation of the conditions upon 
which such ,i large and costly enter- 
prise must be based. It is the plan to 
work out carefully and conservatively 
the estimates and plans which con- 
cern local and commercial conditions 
and the design of refining works. The 
company will continue to proceed qui- 
etly ,in<l carefully and does not ex- 
pect to oft'er stock for sale. 


Mr. Bailey says that he expects to 


asvist in designing 
a refining plant 


which will be 
much more efficient 


than those In use in Chill, which are 
rather crude and primitive from the 
American standpoint, and which allow 


12 to 14 per cent of the niter values 
to go Into the tailing*. 


"The proposition 
involves an Im- 


mense amount of study and is being 
forwarded in a sensible and enterpris- 
ing way by men who are putting up 
their own money to determine the pos- 
sibilities of commercial success," said 
Mr. Bailey just before his recent de- 
parture from San Francisco. 
"The 


niter fields, do not afford any poor 
man's propositions, and there is no 
warrant for men without capital to go 
to prospecting for niter beds. Nobody 
is buying niter prospects and U takes 
large capital to do anything with such 
a proposition. 
The company I repre- 


sent contemplate an experlmnetal re- 
fining plant, and I believe that In 
time their enterprise will be rewarded 
by the building up of a successful In- 
dustry new to this continent. 


"Few 
people appreciate the Impor- 


tance of the saline deposits of 
that 


great' desert region of Southern Cali- 
fornia and what they mean to the fu- 
ture of the State. 
There is no other 


State in the Union so well equipped 
with natural resources for the estab-

AST week Senator Jones of Arkansas Introdueed m 


the United SUtea a resolution directing the Attorney 


General to send to the Senate, the evidence submitted 
to him by Mr. Hearst, of the New York Journal, which ev- 
idence 1s proof that the coal trust la engaged In a crim- 
inal conspiracy. The evidence referred to was secured last 
October, by the editor of the Journal, and was at that 
time transmitted to the Attorney General, and nothing has 
been heard of it since. H Is to be hoped that Senator 
Jones and his friends will push this matter until the At- 
torney General la forced to show his hand and the Unit- 
ed States compelled to act. 


Perhaps It Is the moral force of Senator Jones' resolu- 


tion which inspired the announcement of the administra- 
tion's views upon the trust question reported in the Wash- 
ington dispatches published in Wednesday morning's Jour- 
nal, and which it is reported, were prepared by Attorney 
General Knoi. While they read right enough, the last par- 
agraph lias rather an ominous sound. As a general prop- 
osition, probably It is "not so important to act quickly as 
to act wisely." In the trust matter, however, it seems to us 
that celerity is wisdom, for the "quickly" part of the aph- 
orism lost its application a long time ago, or since the mat- 
ter has been hanging flre in the Department of Justice. 
There has certainly been time lost, and decisive action 
should be no longer delayed. 


EVERY day the conviction grows stronger that the 


present session of congress will accomplish nothing be- 
yond the appropriation of money to pay over again the 
same old debts. In all probability this session will go 
down in history <vs the "do-nothing session." The appro- 
priation bills will not be scanned with care; they will be 
grouped and passed en-masse, and In such a way that 
he who would like to know what the money is being ap- 
propriated for. will never receive the Information.
